Mow Mahomedans Seek to Avert tire 


Dread Plague. 


| During the past century cholera has 
made frequent ravages in India,

Despatches describe the methods to

with the faith they profess to follow. 
| A ‘small party of men and women 
parade up and down following some 
| leuders with a long pole from the top 
| of which flutters a small triangular 
| fag, the very shape of which is Hin- 
| du, and a couple of tom-toms; this 's 
to invoke the aid of some of the many 
saints these people worship. The | 
| fact that the pilgrims carry “chatis” 
| is due to a brilliant notion arrived 
| at by the chief “mullah,”’ or priest, 
| of a mosque situated on the hill | 
| crowned by the fort of Akbar, whieh 
| is seen in the distance. He had a 
vision this year, and in consequence | 
) it was noised abroad that the tank 
of the holy edifice, which had lain 
| parched and dry for some time, must 
| be filled if the cholera were to be 
| subdued. So inhabitants from vil- 
| lages far and near flocked to the 
| capital carrying “gurrahs’’ of water, 
which were emptied into the holy 
tank whether they had been brought 
| from some badly-infected district or 


| not. Each villager, feeling that he 
| had cone all in his power to avert 
the calamity, returned happily 


| enough, little realizing that perhaps 
he was destined to die on his several 
| days’ march back or was carrving in- 
fection to his hitherto unaffected 
home from this city cf mud-roofed 
| houses, in which dwell huddled to- 
{ gethe: some 120,000 exceedingly dirty 
inhabitants.

ignorant wretches, who will go 
| down to the river, wash themselves 
and their clothes, throw all refuse 
| into it, and then drink of its water

The Fatteh Kadl is very typical 
|} of those in Kashmir. Built up en- 
| tirely of timber and the foundations 
{of the piers being boats fillled with | 
stones to sink them to the bed of the | 
river, the skeleton structure stands

| river rises to flood level. 
| The quaint spired building in the 
| distance is the great mosque of Shah 
| Hamadan, a Mahomedan saint of 
renute who established Islam in the 
valley. Hie brief martyrdom seems 
to have taken place on h return 
| journey from Kashmir; it is said that 
| after his death his coffin miraculous- 
| ly completed the journey to Kuttan 
in Persia by itself. He was poisoned,

| was a personal friend of the master, 
and had many opportunities of hear- 
fro 1 his own lips how various pas- 
sages should be played. He was en- 
gaged as a copyist to the great com- 
poser in 1886. 

Dr. Richter’s wonderful success has 
been 
practical knowledge of every single 
instrument in the orchestra, and it 
is not generally known that he is also 
a vocalist of no mean order. In his 
younger days he even sang in opera, 
It was at a performance cf ‘Die Meis- 
tersinger’’ in Munich, and owing to 
the illness of one of the vocalists he 
went on for the part of Kothner. Af- 
terwards he received high praise from 
Wagner himself. 

Many good stories have been told 
about Dr. Richter during rehearsals, 
and the following is not the least 
amusing: A trombonist who was a Ger- 
man, played a single note during a 
pause of the brass instruments. Dr. 
Richter, who was conducting, tapped 
his desk with his baton and glared 
at the offender as though he would 
wither him up.

SOME RARE BOOKS. 
The Gutenberg Bible Is Now ‘Worth 


$20,000. 
The most valuable printed book in 
the world is t.» Gutenberg Bible, 


which was printed at Mainz, Germany 
—the first printed book. Its present 
be hard to determine, as 
no copy has recently come up for 
sale, but the price steadily advances. 
In 1884 a copy in London brought 
$19,500. in 1897 the Ashburnham copy. 
on vellum sold for $20,000, The late 
Robert Hoe estimated that it would 
not be long before the price of one of 
these rare copies would come to $50,- 
000. 
After the Gutenberg Bible, Robt. H. 
Dodd, who is an authority on rare 
books, places the Psalter, dated 1457, 
which is the first book printed with 
It has been said that this 
book, if offered for sale would bring 
over $50,000. 

A copy of the same Psalter, dated 


| 1459 was bought by Quaritch in Lon- 
| dou for something like $12.500. This 


book passed into the possession of 
Theodore Irving, of Oswego, N. Y., 
and later, wit! his library, into the 
possession of J. P. Morgan. 

The “Receyyell of the History of 
Troy, printed by William Caxton, the 
fires English printer, 1469-71, comes 


third on the list, being the first_book 


printed in the English Tanguage. There 


are only a few copies of it) known, | 


and of these few a still smaller num- 
ber are perfect. 

The first edition of Chaucer’s ‘‘Can- 
terbury Tales,” printed about 1478, is 
very rare and valuable, as are the 
1485 edition of Sir Thomas Malory’s 
“Morte d’Arthur,” and the First Folio 
Shakespeare. A copy of the First 
Folio now in the library of a collector 
sold at the Van Antwerp sale in Lon- 
don a few years ago for $18,000. 

Extremely valuable as being the 
only perfect copy known is that of 
the first. edition of i ‘akespeare’s 
“Vonus and Adonis,” the first book 
of Shakespeare’s to be plished. 

Rounding out the ten most valuable 


| printed book in the world, Mr. Dodd 
| would place the 1459 edition of the 


Psalter mentioned above in the final 
place on the list. 

As shedding some light on the sub- 
ject it may be mentioned that not 
lont since the library of Mr. Howard 
Willetts. of White Plains, N.H., was 


destroyed by fire, and he engaged Mr. | 


Wendell, an appraiser of rare books, 
to estimate his loss. The prices plac- 
ed on some of them are fairly stag- 
gering to ordinary mortals. For in- 
stance, a set of Cruikshankiana is 
estimated at $35.875, and an original 
edition of Thackeray’s writings at 
$25,250. These values are not guessed 
at, vowever, but are founded on a 
thorough saccuaintance with the re- 
cords of sales of rare books, coupled 


with a knowledge possessed only by | 


experts, of th. present state of the 
market for such luxuries. The de- 
stroyed library of Mr. Willetts, ac- 
cording to Mr. Wendell, was worth 
more than» $90,000. 
the appraiser charged $4,500, and was 
awarded $3.5 by a trial jury. In 
court the juu,2 reduced this sum to 
$2,500, on the ground that the com- 
pensation of such an expert should 
not be over $20,000 a year.
